“ Colds” are always infectious. 
The source of infection can be 
discovered in more than 90 per 
cent, of cases. 
The period of 
incubation is usually less than 
twenty-four hours and 
almost 
always 
less 
than 
forty-eight 
hours. 
Only very rarely is it as 
much as four or five days. 
Pos­ 
sibly these differences in the 
time it takes a “ cold” to develop 
may be caused by a variation 
of micro-organisms in different 
cases. 
The infection must be 
fairly 
concentrated, 
as 
in 
a 
badly-ventilated 
room, 
church, 
or railway car, and 
must be 
continued for 
twenty 
minutes 
or half an hour. 
Whether 
a 
person be hot or cold, wet or 
dry. does not at all influence 
his fiabiiity of “ catching cold." 
The Important point is the dose 
of the infection. 
As for treatment, 
the 
best 
that can be don* for a patient 
is to place him in the open air 
or in a room with a good thor­ 
ough 
draught. 
The 
reason, 
apart from the obvious improve­ 
ment In general health result­ 
ing from such a force, is that 
a “ cold” is a disease in which 
a 
patient 
reinfects 
himself 
again and again if shut in the 
confined space of an ordinary 
living room. 


The best means of preventing 
a “ cold" are: 
Never sit in a 
room that 
is 
not 
thoroughly 
ventilated, and avoid especially 
any room occupied by a person 
suffering from a “ cold.*
